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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to the previous office action, Applicant requests reconsideration by 
the Examiner. Claims 1-20 have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 8 and 15, the closest prior art, the modified system of 
Gong, Ko, and Reudink, does not explain distributing to the mobile device a set of 
cryptographic keys necessary to permit secure communications for the mobile device 
within each cell along the anticipated cell path. 

Although Gong, Ko, and Reudink teach a management center (host) in the 
context of a mobile communications system operating over a plurality of geographic 
cells that determines an anticipated cell path of a mobile device from a current cell to a 
destination cell (Reudink, col. 2, lines 55-65; col. 7, line 21, through, col. 8, line 12), 
Gong, Ko, and Reudink do not explain that the management center is a key 
management center or that the center distributes a set of cryptographic keys, or any 
key, to a mobile device. Gong, Ko, and Reudink make no reference at all to a 
cryptographic key or to secure communications. 

As such, it would not seem obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to further 
modify the modified system of Gong, Ko, and Reudink to provide for the distribution of a 
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set of cryptographic keys to the mobile device because Gong, Ko, and Reudink are 
motivated to determine the anticipated cell path in order to warn hosts in neighboring 
cells of the anticipated arrival of a mobile device and there is no suggestion by the prior 
art to depart from the system practiced widely in the art wherein each host negotiates 
secure communications upon arrival of the mobile device into the cell. 

Claims 2-7, 9-14 and 16-20 are allowed by virtue of their dependence on 
allowed claims.
